Charles X. Fowler, chairman of the 
committee on banks and currency of 
the House of Representatives, but even 
such high authority as this could not 
Bbakc the faith of the Wisconsin bank- 
ers that a currency based on such se- 
curity was not 
what 
the 
people 


•wanted. 


Disagree as to Remedy. 


It was combated by A. J. Frame of 


•Waukeslm, and the resolutions adopt- 
ed at the close of the afternoon ses- 
sion shows that he had the best of tho 
argument, so far as the Jury .to which 
lie made his appeal was concerned. 


The resolution Is pronounced against 


credit currency as a relief from tho 
stringency in the money market which 
comes annually when the crops of the 
great West are to bo moved to the 
markets of the East. While the bank- 
ers are agreed'that new legislation Is 
necessary to meet the emergency, they 
disagree as to what that legislation 
should be. 


Charles X. Fowler. In his address In 


the afternoon, made a strong argu- 
ment In favor of a credit currency, 
during which he referred to the notes 
Issued fifty years ago by George Smith 
and Alexander Mitchell cf this city In 
the name of the Marine Flro Insurance 
company, which wore redeemable In 
gold, and passed current nil over the 
United States and on which, he said, 
not a dollar had boon lost. This, he 
maintained, was a practical demonstra- 
tion of credit currency. 


Statement by Eckels. 


Mr. Eckels In the course of his ad- 


dress said: 


"The financial and currency reform- 


er knows that the laws affecting the 
conduct of the government's treasury 
department are wholly wrong, and 
those which have to do with the Is- 
•suing of promissory notes by the banks 
to circulate as the representatives of 
money ore In many respects unscien- 
tific, and do not accord either with 
the truths of economic history or the 
experience of tho business world. 
He 


•wishes these defects 
remedied 
and 


these unnecessary hindrances'to busi- 
ness undertakings removed, and until 
they are lil.s mission will not end or 
his protest against 
a 
false system 


cease. 


"And he will not fall. I am as con- 


fident of the ultimate success of tho 
reforms urged as I was twenty years 
ago that a great commercial people 
•would have no monetary 
standard 


here but gold. 


"I do not hesitate to make tho as- 


sertion that Congress will not long 
deny the business 
world 
legislation 


that is so urgently required. If banks 
are to fulfill their duties to labor. 
trade, and commerce and become, as 
they ought- to be. the essential aids in 
the conduct of tho undertal.:ngs of an 
industrious and intelligent . uiion. 


Banks Are Hampered. 


"I am not unmindful of the fact that 


revolutionary reforms will not do. or 
radical measures benefit, but tho way 
must be pointed and the first steps 
taken toward doing away with thor- 
oughly wrong financial features In the 
conduct of the treasury, and the ex- 
pensive and inadequate 
note-Issuing 


functions granted to the banks under 
governmental control. If the subtreas- 
ury cannot at this time be wholly abol- 
ished, it surely should be rendered as 
nearly Impotent for harm ns possible. 


>"lt the government cannot do as 


every successful business man does, 
transact all its business through the 
Institutions created and equipped far 
that purpose, namely, the banks, let It 
do as great a part as it can. 


"The curtailment and hindrance of 


the usefulness of the banks In their 
buying and selling, as well as their 
distribution of bank-note credits. Is ap- 
parent on every hand. Their power for 
pood is needlessly hampered in deny- 
ing to them a larger freedom in tho 
matter of selling to the business world 
in another form than that of drafts and 
bills of exchange, namely, the bank- 
note, the credit of which they are pos- 
sessed and which the business man 
must buy In order to meet the needs 
for which the larger Instruments of 
banking credit are not available.

DENIES SHE MURDERED 


SPECTACLE PEDDLER 


Mrs. Hodge Admits She Shot at Man, 


But Says She Did Not Inflict 


Wound on Head. 


Salt Lake, Utah, Aug. 7.—Mrs. Au- 


rora Hodge, who confessed In Grand 
Rapids, Mich., that she was Implicated 
In the murder of William X. Ryan, an 
aged spectacle peddler, near Murray, 
Utah, a few weeks aga, and who has 
been brought here for trial, now de- 
clares she did not ftro the shot that 
killed Ryan.

It would have been Impossibly fc.- mo 
to shoot him In the crown uf the head 
when he was up and running.

was not tied when I shot at him, and 
If h» was found tied some one else did 
Ife" 


A picture In Mrs. Hodge's effects has 


been Identified as that of a man who 
was seen «n company with Ryan and 
Mrs. Hodge a few days before the 
murder. 
Mrs. Hodge at flrat said tho 


picture wai that of her husband. This 
she now denies.

this man was the accomplice, and have 
reason to believe that ho Is In Mex- 
ico.

MALTREAT WORKERS 


Drive Strikers Into a Compact Mass 


at Points of Bayonets and 


Apply the Lash. 


Kleff. Russia, Aug. 7.—Fierce riot- 


Ing and many fights between strikers 
and connackR havo reaultod from the 
ntrlke In tho railway and private work- 
shops In south Russia. Here the trou- 
ble was started by an attempt on the 
strikers' part to Interfero with rail- 
road traffic. 
When tho mob refused 


to disperse tho cossacks fired, killing 
and wounding many. 


A quarter of a million men are at- 


feated. 
The outbreak started simul- 


taneously over a vast Industrial area. 
Tho amount of studied orsaclzatlon 
and well-concealed preparation IE un- 
preccdento.d In tho troubled annals of 
Hussion lal>or. Prices of tho necessar- 
ies of life aro rising by 
leaps and 


bounds. 


On* of the most severe attacks on 


them was made by order of Gen. Ar- 
jienlcff, governor of Odessa. 
Groups 


of men who assembled with the Inten- 
tion of holding a mooting wcro driven 
Into a solid mass by 
500 cossucks, 


backed.by two lines of Infantry .with 
fixed Jiayonets. 
About 2,000 strikers 


were thus Inclosed by a double cordon. 
Then tho cossucUs rode through them. 
Striking right and left with heavy 
wh'lps, the fallen men being trampled 
under tho horses' foot. 


When the living mass had boon thor- 


oughly kneaded to tho governor's will 
numerous men were arrested as sus- 
pected agitators. 
The Infantry then 


inarched off, and tho strikers scattered 
In a dozen directions with cossacks 
at their heels. Four hundred strikers 
woro more or less seriously Injured, 
and from six to a dozen succumbed.

"All except' two years of my life 


have been yearn of cruel treatment 
and hard work," said the girl. "From 
the time I was largo enough I was 
made to <lo the- work of a man.

My first duty was to bring In 
the cattle, which every night strayed' 
three or four miles across the prairie 
from the ranch. Morning and evening 
for years 1 have milked eight of the 
cows. Every day there was the churn- 
Ing and tho preparing of the butter for 
market. 


"It was my duty to wash up the cans 


after the milking before starting to as- 
sist with the regular work on the 
ranch. 1 worked with tho men! in the 
fields and rode with tho boys across 
tfie prairies. I can pitch hay with the 
best of thorn or break a horse for rid- 
ing or driving. 


Girl Digs a Well. 


"This summer I dug a twenty-foot 


well and no one else touched pick or 
shovel to it. 
Every evening In the 


winter I pumped enough water for six- 
ty cows during the following day. At 
that time I wore foil boots and a man's 
rcefor and cap to protect mu from the 
biting wind which swept over the 
prairie. 


"In all these years my only rest was 


during a few hours on Sunday after- 
noons. Then I was able to read or 
amuse myself as I pleased if I was 
successful In eluding the other mem- 
bers of the family. 
It was In this 


way that I picked up what little knowl- 
edge I have of tho world. It has al- 
ways boon my fondest dream to escape 
from tho ranch, but until two months 
ago, when I learned of my relatives, 
1 never Imagined that It would bo ful- 
filled."

TWO KINDS OF CUP RACES.

Two kinds of races will be sailed 


during the coming contests for thu 
America's cup—triangular and to wind- 
ward and return. Every race of thu 
series of live will be sailed over a thir- 
ty mile course. 


A race to wnidward und return 


means that the yachts are to go 
against the wind for llfteen miles and 
then come home with the wind behind 
them. 
It Is, of course. Impossible to 


sail right In the eye of the wind, so the 
yachts sail as close, as they can to It 
and make a zigzag course. Big yachts 
like the Reliance and Shamrock III. 
can sail fast when what sailors, call 
four points on the wind—that Is, they 
can sail about twenty-two and one-half 
degrees from tho lino In which the 
wind Is blowing. 


When the course Is signaled the re- 


gatta committee Bends a .tug to meas- 
ure the llfteen miles and to put n mark 
boat at thu other end of tho course. 


A yacht Is on tho starboard tack 


when tho wind Is blowing over thu 
starboard side, and she it) on thu port 
tuck when tho wind Is blowing over 
the port side. 


The triangular race has three legs of 


ten miles each, and thu llrst IH to wind- 
ward If possible. If tho wind holds 
true when a triangular racu Is sailed 
there Is no chance to use the spinna- 
ker, as thu other two legs are reaches. 
For these It may bu possible to use a 
balloon jib topsail on one leg and u 
smaller Jib topsail on the other leg.

ANCIENT 
AND 
CRIME-STAINED 


SICILIAN SOCIETY. 


Accounts of Its Origin Dlffir—Revolt 


of Palermo In 1282 Belle- ed to Have 
Been the 
Beginning cf the 


Powerful Organization.

Modern Sicily Is little known to t'ac 


•world to-day, but the little that Is 
known includes the outward working* 
of the great crime-stained society, "l.a 
Mafia." When the rest of the world 
was moving on. Sicily seems to l:avi; 
stood still and In tlio shadows of.t'.-.e 
5Iafla of to-day 'she presents to the 
rest of the civilized world a study or 
a state of society for the analogue o 
which, in England, one would have t( 
go back to the time of Henry VII. 
when England was passing away fron 
the old system of feudalism Into a 
brighter and higher life. 
It IH almos 


precisely the same condition which 
Misted In Germany after the Thirty 
Years' war..and It presents the sain 
picture 
of 
semi-barbarism 
as dl< 


France during the years that precede 
tho French revolution. 


What is La Mafia? The; question is 


one that Is asked many times. Writers 
of Italian and Sicilian history have 
devoted many pages to an explanation 
of Its fearful and mystical organism 
and yet when they have said all, they 
have given merely an account of Its 
outward 
workings. The 
wisest 
of 


these historians set 
the bewildered 


reader right In the beginning of their 
accounts by saying candidly that there 
Is no satisfactory or definite answer to 
the Inquiry. It may be due to the fact 
recorded by Giuseppe Alonghl, that "it 
Is dangerous for Sicilians to occupy 
themselves very earnestly with the 
study of this question." With other 
writers, he says that l.a Mafia Is not 
a soct or cult, nor yet an association 
having rules, regulations or by-laws: 
that II Maflosii Is not necessarily a 
brigand, a robber or a highwayman. 
Another-historian says, "l.a Mafia Is 
tho consciousness of one's own Im- 
portance and power: an exaggerated 
conceit of one's own Individuality, In 
the sense of being superior to .moral. 
social or political law, sole arbiter of 
all questions concerning line's rela- 
tions to other Individuals or to society 
at large." I .a Mafia In general seem 
to bo a phase of Sicilian society: It 
Is not a compact organization of peo- 
ple who are bound together by oaths, 
with passwords and grips; it Is a state 
of social Immorality In which may be 
found peasant and land owner, brigand 
aiid Judge. Franchettl has described 
Jt as the survival of a medieval senti- 
ment which brli"s abo'it a union of 
persons of all ::.:.'..r. and -classes and 
•professions who ate constantly re- 
uniting to satisfy their common Inter- 
ests. But the best descriptions do not 


a full definition of this part of 


Sicilian life. 


Tn» Mafia Is probably of very an- 


elent origin. 
It Is more than BOO 


years old. Just exactly wnen or how 
It sprang Into existence Is not exactly 
known. Some historians say that the 
Italians' love fur intrigue and mystery 
prompted tho organization, but the 
writers who cling to the romances of 
history tell 
a 
pretty story, whirt 


shows that the society sprang Into 
fxfstence from an Inspiration of pa- 
triotism, but Its very birth was herald- 
ed by a libation of 
blood. 
These 


writers have Its origin at tho revolt of 
Falmero, which took place during an 
Easter ceremonial in the suburbs of 
that city In the year 1282. A beauti- 
ful young girl and her betrothed.

LYNCHING BEES 


SAYS MOB RULE IS ANARCHY 


Requests Officials to Give .Him Full In- 


formation Regarding Events Which 
Have Occurred In Their Territory— 
Means to Prosecute Offenders. 


Springfield. HI.. AUK. .7.—Gov. Yates 


denounced JyachtnK and mob rule as 
anarchy and started the opening wedge 
tor an .investigation of recent occur- 
rences In this state .In letters Bent to 
the sheriffs of Vermilion, St. Clalr and 
Alexander counties. The 
letter to 


Sheriff Whltlock of Vermilion county 
is as follows: 


"The prevalence of lynch law and 


mob rule in various parts of the Unit- 
ed Stated has for some 
time been 


alarming, but not until recently has it 
made its appearance In the state of 
Illinois. AVlthln the last six months 
In the counties of Alexander, St. Clalr 
and Vermilion there has been an out- 
burst of lawlessness of this character 
in it* worst form. This lawlessness has 
earned and evoked the righteous Indlg- 
Hatlon aud vigorous condemnation of 
•every citizen possessed of the least 
sentc of decency. 


Mob Law Is Anarchy. 


"There Is only one thing to be dono 


in this connection by officers of the law. 
Such officers have been Intrusted with 
the confidence, safety, property and 
lives of their fellow citizens, and they 
bare taken a solemn oath to enforce 
and sustain the constitution and laws 
of their country and their state. The 
obligation resting upon them is oblige 
tor}' and imperative. Mob rulo Is an- 
archy. The prevalence of lynch law 
•will result In no peace, no safety and 
no liberty. 


"If a hundred or a thousand men. In- 


furiated and Inflamed by passion or 
prejudice, or intoxicated or through 
any other cause, shall be allowed to 
use the power to say whether you or 
I or any other citizen shall live or die, 
then there Is and can be no safety, no 
peace and no liberty, and in that case 
all the efforts of all the men of all 
the past, who have struggled and 
fought and died for liberty, have been 
in vain. 


To Execute Law*. 


"Under all these circumstances It 


becomes my duty, under section C of 
article 5 of the constitution of 1STO, 
which specifically states that it shall 
lie the duty of the governor to take 
care that the laws be faithfully ex- 
ecuted, to do all within my power to 
prevent the repetition of the lynchlnfjs 
•which have occurred In this state, and 
to punish relentlessly 
those 
which 


have occurred. 


"To this ecd 1 now write you in my 


capacity as chief executive 
of the 


state, bound by my oath and required 
by the constitution to enforce the law, 
to request that you forward at once a 
brief statement In writing of all the 
facts within your knowledge In regard 
to the recent lynching In your county, 
together with any recommendations 
you may have to make which will pre- 
vent such an occurrence again In your 
county, or in any other county in this 
state."
